And this is the Poſture 
of our preſent condition; We Abhor, We Renounce, 
We Abominate (uch Principles, We Protelt againſt 
them, and Seal our Proteſtations with our Dying 
PBreaths. What ſhall We ſay > What can We do 
more? To Accuſe Men as Guilty in Matters of 
Faith, which They never own'd, is the ſame thing 
as to Condemn them for Matters of Fa&, which 
thev never did. 

You preſs the Queſtioz, and ſay, ſome of our Gee 
eral Councils, ſeveral Papal Decreer, and many of 
our DoFors and Divines, afſert the fore-mentioned 
Principles.

Let thoſe in Gods Name, if any there 
be, of what Religion foever, who hola ſuch Te- 
ents, ſuffer for them - Why ſhou'd the [rnocent 
be Involv'd with the Gzilty There is neither 
Reaſon nor Juſtice 1n it. 

Hereunto ſome Perſons, (I hope out of Zeal 
and Milinformation, rather than Malice,) ſtick not 
to ſay; That Diſperſations, and I know not what 
Indulgences and Pardons, wereby to Legitimate the 
Crimes of Lying and Forſwearing, when the Inte- 
reſt of our Church requires; is a main part of 
our Religion : And by Conſequence, the Denyal 
of our Principles, 1s no ſufficient J«ſtification of our 
Tznocence. I anſwer; Firff, It 1s in the higheſt 
meaſure Cenſor1ous in any one, to 1zpoſe upon all 
Our Arzceſters, and the greateſt part of Mankind, 
who are, or have been Members of our Religion, 
ſuch an Exceſs of Folly and Wiekedneſ, as muſt 
needs have perverted all Humane Society. Secondly, 
If We could Lawfully Deny the Principles of our 
Faith when Intereſt requires; Why have We loſt 
Our EFates, Oar Liberties, Our Lives for the Pro- 
feſſion of-it? To what purpoſe are Oaths and 
Teſts deviſed to intangle Us 2 How Impertinently 
is the frequenting the Proteſtant Churap, and Re- 
ceiving the Communion, propoſed unto Us, and Re- 


fuſed by Us * Thirdly, Though many Men may be. 


induced 
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induced to Lre, and Forſwear, when they have 
ſome Hopes or Proſpect thereby of Temporal Ad- 
vantage; Yet that Perſons Dying for their Conſci- 
ence and Meeligion, (as divers have done, and thoſe
